COLUMBIA, S.C: {AP)—The 


defense continues its efforts to- 
day to show that Army Capt. 
Howard B. Levy would have vi 
olated the Hippocratic oath by 
training Special Forces aidmen 
for service in Vietnam. 


Attorneys for the 30-year-old 


Brooklyn, N.Y., 
dermatologist 


contend that his medical privi- 
lege and ethics take precedence 
over military orders. 


Levy, a physician at Ft. Jack- 


son Army Hospital, is charged 
with promoting disloyalty and 
with disobeying orders to train 
Green Beret medics in the bas- 
ics of diagnosing and treating 
skin disease. 


Last Friday, the Hippocratic 


oath was read at Levy's court- 
martial in an attempt to prove 
that physicians have the right to 
disobey an order if, in their 
judgment, it would violate con- 
science or ethics. 


Levy's first major defense, a 


war crimes charge against Spe- 
cial Forces medics, was thrown 
out last week.

CASSOPOUS—One young boy 


received 
a severly 
damaged 


hand while two others were 
sprayed with metal fragments 
after a copper tube partially fill- 
ed with firecracker powder ex- 
ploded at a Diamond Lake home 
Saturday afternoon. 


Cass county deputies said one 


of the boys, Pat McGehe, 14, 
suffered a badly mangled hand 
plus body lacerations in the ex- 
plosion. 


Authorities at Memorial Hos- 


pital in South Bend said they 
believe the hand can be saved. 
Pat is the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Phillip McGehe. He is listed in 
fair condition in South Bend 
along with one of the other boys, 
Robin Kaminsky, 12, the son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Paul Kaminsky. 


Robin was hit in the eye antl 


chest by bits of flying metal. 
The other boy, Mike Smith, 13, 
the son of Mr. and Mrs. Richard 
Smith was struck in the arm 
and stomach by bits of metal 
and treated at South Bend Me- 
morial. 


Cass county deputies called to 


the Phillip McGehe home found 
Robin lying on the ground out- 
side the house and discovered 
the other two boys lying on the 
floor inside. Neighbors reported 
they had heard a loud explosion. 


Officers said the boys told 


hem they poured the powder 
rom a firecracker into a three- 
eighths inch copper tube eight 
inches long which was held in a 
vise. One of the boys was be- 
lieved to have squeezed the tube 
causing the explosion, officers 
said. 


Only the boys were at home at 


the time of the accident, officers 
believe. 


1 Wounded In

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — 


Arab mortar and machine guns 
from the Gaza Strip fired today 
on farmers and soldiers inside 
Israel and the Israelis answered 
with machine guns, an Israeli 
army spokesman said in Tel 
Aviv. He reported one Israeli 
was slightly wounded. 


While the firing ceased after 


40 minutes, the incident served 
to heighten the feeling of immi- 
nent crisis in the Middle East.
